StiU-mouming mother Torina 
Simon said Wednesday two ar¬ 
rests made in connection with 
the killing of her 19-year-old 
daughter, Keya Knita Simon, 
represent “a step” forward in a 
tragic case that has dragged on 
for more than 3-1/2 years. 

But after waiting so long to 
understand what happened 
the night of Jan. 8, 2011, 
when the teenage mom died 
of stab wounds at a party in¬ 
side a Dartmouth apartment 
building, Torina won’t believe 
progress is being made until 
charges are laid. 

Pohce investigators have 
indicated to Torino that should 
happen Thursday, she said. 
“The ofiicer was here this mor¬ 


ning ... telling me that they’ve 
got the two guys.” 

Halifax Regional Police 
announced Wednesday in¬ 
vestigators had taken one 
25-year-old man into custody 
in Dartmouth, while officers 
in New Brunswick had arrested 
another 25-year-old man. 

“We’U see if charges will 
result,” HRP spokesman Const. 
Pierre Bourdages said, adding 
police have 24 hours from the 
time the suspects were arrested 
to lay charges or release them. 

Officers arrived at 117 
Pinecrest Dr. at 11:20 p.m. on 
that long ago winter night to 
find Simon “unresponsive” in¬ 
side the front doors. 

Torina said the police told 
her the plans are to charge one 
man with Keya’s murder, and 
the other for the attempted 
murder of the victim’s half sis¬ 
ter, 32-year-old Tiesha Allison, 
who was stabbed but suffered 
non-life threatening injuries. 

Police say the two sisters 
knew a group that had started 
an altercation at the party. In¬ 
vestigators were interviewing 



the two men, both from Dart¬ 
mouth, Wednesday afternoon. 

Bourdages couldn’t say 
what led to the arrests, but ad¬ 
mitted, “in most of these cases 
... we have an individual that 
has information, that for some 
reason does not share it with 
pohce, so it takes... time.” 

Torina said “it’s about time” 
arrests have been made in 
the case, which is part of the 
province’s unsolved crimes 
program, but added “there are 
still a whole lot more ques¬ 
tions that need to be asked and 
answered.”

ton Park that led to a large 
police presence Tuesday. 

“The individual was 
carrying these guns that ... 
even police believed were 
real,” police spokesman 
Const. Pierre Bourdages 
said. 

Bourdages said the mis¬ 
chief charge comes from 
the fact Gillespie prevented 
people from enjoying a 
piece of municipal property 
when they could have done 
so. 

The charge of having a 
weapon dangerous to public 
peace applies to imitation 
weapons, Bourdages said, 
and is warranted given the 
“gravity” of the incident. 

“These two charges are 
appropriate given the cir¬ 
cumstances, and everything 
that the public and police 
went through,” he said. 

Police say Gillespie had 
three airsoft weapons: a 
long gun, an assault rifle and 
a pistol. Bourdages said they 
believe he was going to use 
the weapons for target prac¬ 
tice at a nearby park, which 
is against HRM bylaws. 

Gillespie arrived at the 


courthouse around 10 a.m. 
Wednesday and appeared 
before a judge in the early 
afternoon. He has been re¬ 
leased on conditions and is 
due back in court on Oct. 23. 

Police responded to We- 


stridge Drive in Glayton Park 
after 9:30 a.m. Tuesday after 
two people reported seeing 
a man in fatigues walking 
along the path with a long 
gun on his back. 

A man turned himself in 


to police an hour later, and 
no threats were made or 
shots fired. He was arrested 
and remained in custody all 
day Tuesday and overnight, 
before his court appearance 
Wednesday.

Airsoft gun ‘not really a weapon’: Local marksman 



The president of the Atlantic

Energy minister 
responds to utility's 
reasoning on Arthur 


Nova Scotia’s energy minis¬ 
ter is expressing skepticism 
with a key part of Nova Sco¬ 
tia Power’s response on its 
restoration efforts follow¬ 
ing post-tropical storm Ar¬ 
thur, saying the company’s 
position that more trees 
need to be trimmed to pre¬ 
vent power lines from com¬ 
ing down is simplistic. 

“I’m a little bit dis¬ 
appointed that Nova Scotia 
Power has seen this as, ‘Cut 
the trees and make sure 
the lines don’t come down 
in the wind, or accept the 
lines will come down and 
don’t cut the trees,”’ An¬ 
drew Younger said in an 
interview Wednesday. 

Younger was responding 
a day after the utility com¬ 
pany filed a report with the 
province’s Public Utility 
and Review Board on its ef¬ 
forts to restore power in the 
days after the July 5 storm. 

In the report. Nova Sco¬ 
tia Power said too many 
roadside trees in commun-

ities were partly to blame 
for delays in getting the 
power back on. 

The report said the prob¬ 
lem was particularly acute 
in the Annapolis Valley, 
where the majority of out¬ 
ages occurred, but it also 
pointed to Halifax, where 
it said trees continue to be 
planted directly under or 
very near power lines. 

But Younger, who spent 
several years on Halifax 
regional council before be¬ 
coming a provincial polit¬ 
ician, said the city has been 
a good example because it 
has planted certain types 
of trees that grow better 
around power lines. 

“It’s a big issue, but 1 
think Nova Scotia Power 
has to be open to a lot more 
variety in terms of the solu¬ 
tions,” said Younger. 

He said Nova Scotia 
Power, to its credit, has also 
buried power lines in some 


areas. 

A city planner in Halifax 
said while opinions differ 
between the municipality 
and Nova Scotia Power on 
issues such as how to gain 
more clearance for power 
lines, there has been co¬ 
operation between the two 
sides. 

John Charles, project 
manager for the city’s urban 
forest master plan, said 
Nova Scotia Power assisted 
the city last winter in iden¬ 
tifying areas of concern dur¬ 
ing pruning and also helped 
with inspection work. 

“There were deficiencies 
in that they felt we could 
have gained more line clear¬ 
ance, but overall 1 think 
they were satisfied with 
this collaborative work,” 
Charles said. 

He also said a plan was 
adopted in 2012 to prune 
trees at seven-year inter¬ 
vals, a time frame imple¬ 
mented in many North 
American cities.

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Province 
to scrap 
My-Play 
program 


VLT tracking. Program 
failed to reduce excessive 
gambling, province says 


A program launched in Nova 
Scotia two years ago to reduce 
excessive gambling will be 
scrapped because it has failed 
to meet that objective and is 
wasting money, the provincial 
government said Wednesday 
The My-Play system wiU be 
disabled for VLTs starting next 
month, said Andrew Younger, 
minister responsible for Part 1 
of the Gaming Control Act. 

Yoimger said the system 
was a reasonable attempt to 
improve responsible gambling 
features on VLTs but evidence 
indicated it did not reduce play 
by problem gamblers. 

About $19.5 milbon has 
been spent on the program 
since its introduction in April 
2012, about $13 million of 
which were capital costs. 

The system costs about $4.5 


milbon a year to operate and 
the province was also faced 
with having to spend $1 milbon 
to upgrade it, Yormger said. 

Under the My-Play system, 
people insert cards into VLTs 
in order to set voluntaiy spend¬ 
ing and time limits as web as to 
stop play immediately. 

Whbe the system was man- 
datoiy for all ^^Ts in the prov¬ 
ince, it came under attack from 
critics who said it was weak be¬ 
cause the restrictions weren’t 
mandatoiy. But the province’s 
opposition parties said the gov¬ 
ernment’s decision to ebminate 
the system amounts to a thinly 
veiled attempt to increase gam¬ 
bling income. 

“1 haven’t seen the evidence 
that the government has been 
cabing that this program isn’t 
working,” said NDP health crit¬ 
ic Dave Wilson, the minister 
responsible for introducing it. 

Yormger said many gam¬ 
blers were using more than one 
card in a single session.

Man known for opening up about 
addiction struggle dies in accident 



Ryan Gillis had “LOVE LIFE” 
tattooed on his hands. 

He overcame a serious 
drug addiction and turned 
his focus to tiying to help 
prevent other young people 
from heading down the same 
difficult path that he had 
travelled. 

But Gillis’s own life was 
tragically cut short due to a 
motor-vehicle accident in Al¬ 
berta early Tuesday morning. 


He was 30 years old. 

Gillis partnered with local 
filmmaker Jason LeFrense in 
producing a 13-minute video 
earlier this year in which the 
Sydney Mines native talked 
frankly about how he had 
sunk into addiction, finding 
himself homeless and watch¬ 
ing many of his friends die 
due to their own drug prob¬ 
lems. 

It interspersed an inter¬ 


view with Gillis with photos 
of him growing up. 

Gillis maintained his so¬ 
briety with the help of a 12- 
step fellowship program, 
as well as a deep commit¬ 
ment to practising yoga. He 
had begun visiting schools 
throughout the Gape Breton 
Regional Municipality talking 
about his struggles with ad¬ 
diction and introducing stu¬ 
dents to yoga.

U.S. Attorney General Eric 
Holder sought Wednesday 
to reassure the people of 
Ferguson, Mo., about the 
investigation into the shoot¬ 
ing death of a black 18-year- 
old by a white police officer 
and said he understands why 
many black Americans do not 
trust police, recalling how he 
was repeatedly stopped by of¬ 
ficers who seemed to target 
him because of his race. 

Holder made the remarks 
during a visit to the St. 
Louis suburb that has been 
wracked by more than a 
week of unrest since the Aug. 
9 shooting of Michael Brown. 
The Obama administration 
intended the trip to under¬ 
score its commitment to civil 
rights in general and the Fer¬ 
guson case in particular. 

The attorney general 
remembered how he was 
stopped twice on a New Jer¬ 
sey highway and accused of 
speeding. Police searched his 
car, going through the trunk 
and looking under the seats. 

“1 remember how hu¬ 


miliating that was and how 
angry 1 was and the impact it 
had on me,” Holder said dur¬ 
ing a private meeting with 
about 50 community lead¬ 
ers at the Florissant campus 
of St. Louis Community Col¬ 
lege. 

Holder also met with 
federal officials investigat¬ 
ing Brown’s death and with 
Brown’s parents. 

While living in the 
Georgetown neighbourhood 
of Washington, Holder was 
once running to catch a 
movie with his cousin when 
a squad car rolled up and 
flashed its lights at the pair. 
The officer yelled, “Where 
are you going? Hold it!” Hold¬ 
er recalled. 

His cousin “started 
mouthing off,” and Holder 
urged him to be quiet. 

“We negotiate the whole 
thing, and we walk to our 
movie. At the time that he 
stopped me, 1 was a federal 
prosecutor. 1 wasn’t a kid,” 
he said.

Israel sought 
to assassinate 
Hamas chief, 
militants say 


Airstrike kills wife, son. 

Israeli PM Benjamin 
Netanyahu won’t back 
down in face of failed 
ceasefire talks 


Hamas’ militaiy chief escaped 
an apparent Israeli assassina¬ 
tion attempt that killed his wife 
and infant son, the militant 
group said Wednesday, as Is¬ 
rael’s prime minister warned 
that the bombardment of Gaza 
will continue imtil rocket fire 
out of the Palestinian territoiy 
stops. 

The airstrike on a home 
where Mohammed Deifs 
family members were stay¬ 
ing — and the tough talk from 
Prime Minister Benjamin Net¬ 
anyahu — came after the col¬ 
lapse of ceasefire talks in Cairo 
on Tuesday. 

In a nationally televised ad¬ 
dress, Netanyahu showed little 
willingness to return to the ne¬ 


gotiating table. 

Palestinian militants 
launched dozens of rockets 
into Israel, while Israel carried 
out numerous airstrikes. One 
airstrike on a Gaza City house 
killed Deifs seven-month-old 
son and one of his wives. 

More than 2,000 Palestin¬ 
ians have been killed in the 
fighting, most of them civilians, 
according to UN and Palestinian 
medical ofiicials. Sixty-seven 
people have died on the Israeli 
side, all but three of them sol¬ 
diers. A six-day temporaiy truce 
collapsed into heavy fighting 
after Egyptian-mediated talks 
broke down without an agree¬ 
ment on an extended ceasefire. 
Hamas has demanded an end 
to an Israeli-Egyptian blockade 
of Gaza. Israel has demanded 
that Hamas disarm. 

Since the truce collapsed, 
at least 22 Palestinians have 
been killed and more than 120 
wounded, Gaza Health Ministiy 
ofiicial Ashraf al-Kidra said.

Riot police and soldiers

Minister Baird’s tweets 
not bilingual enough? 


Probe. Official

“We are surprised that the 
official languages commis¬ 
sioner has chosen to investi¬ 
gate the minister’s personal 
Twitter account that falls out¬ 
side of the scope of the act,” 
said Baird’s spokesman, Rick 


Official Languages Act 


The Official Languages Act, 
adopted in 1969, requires 
the federal government 
to protect services in both 
English and French and 
promote the vitality of 
minority communities in 
both languages across the 
country. 


Roth. “The minister’s person¬ 
al Twitter account is just that, 
his personal account. That 
said, he tweets from that ac¬ 
count in both of Canada’s of¬ 
ficial languages.” 

Baird, who represents an 
Ottawa riding in Parliament, 
uses his Twitter account regu¬ 
larly to inform Canadians 
with a mix of messages about 
government business and 
personal observations. 

For example, this week 
he tweeted in both English 
and French about the conflict 


between Israel and Hamas. 
In recent weeks, some of his 
tweets have included Eng¬ 
lish-only messages about the 
death of actor Robin Williams 
and his return home from a 
trip, to a cup of Tim Hortons 
coffee.

‘will be relentless’ 



Killing of American 
journalist. President’s 
remarks affirm U.S. 
will not stop attacks on 
Islamic State militants 


The United States stood firm 
Wednesday in its fight against 
Islamic State militants who 
beheaded a U.S. journalist in 
Iraq, pledging to continue at¬ 
tacking the group despite its 
threats to kill another Amer¬ 
ican hostage. 

The U.S. military con¬ 
tinued its airstrikes against 
the group as U.S. President 
Barack Obama denounced the 
group as a “cancer” threaten¬ 
ing the entire region. 

“We will be vigilant and 
we will be relentless,” he said. 

Calling for a global re¬ 
sponse to the group that now 
controls territory in both Iraq 
and Syria, Obama condemned 
the group’s execution of jour¬ 
nalist James Foley, whose 


death he said had left Amer¬ 
ica heartbroken. In forceful 
remarks, Obama accused the 
Islamic State of torturing, 
raping and murdering thou¬ 
sands of people in “cowardly 
acts of violence.” 

“ISIL speaks for no reli¬ 
gion,” Obama said, using an 
alternative name for the Is¬ 
lamic State. 

“Their victims are over¬ 
whelmingly Muslim, and no 
faith teaches people to mas¬ 
sacre innocents. No just god 


would stand for what they 
did yesterday and what they 
do eveiy single day.” 

Since a video of Foley’s 
beheading was released Tues¬ 
day, the U.S. military has 
pressed ahead by conducting 
nearly a dozen airstrikes on 
Islamic State targets in Iraq. 

The beheading marks the 
first time the Islamic State 
has killed an American cit¬ 
izen since the Syrian conflict 
broke out in March 2011.

Paul Vienneau moved from 
Halifax to Toronto in 1989 to 
pursue his dreams of becom¬ 
ing a professional musician. 

Involved in a few bands 
and taking on an independ¬ 
ent music project with his 
brother, Vienneau was mak¬ 
ing a name for himself in 
the popular music scene 
that encompassed such 
Queen Street hotspots as 
The Horseshoe Tavern. 

Vienneau played and 
practised hard, so he cycled 
for comfort and conven¬ 
ience. He and his brother 
often commuted along the 
trails and city streets. 

But in August 1991, fate 
struck. 

“1 was cycling with my 
brother, heading home after 
seeing a soul band at The Pi¬ 
lot at Yonge and Bloor, and 1 
was cut off by a tractor-trail¬ 
er,” recalls Vienneau. 

He clung to life in the 
back of the ambulance. 

“1 had a handful of life 
left. 1 told my brother that 1 
loved him — came to in the 
ambulance — it was like a 
switch. They had to resusci¬ 



tate me three times in the 
ambulance, and that’s when 
things started to hurt and 1 
was getting scared.” 

Two years in the hospi¬ 
tal followed, including a 
month in a coma. Vienneau 
needed a total of 40 surger¬ 
ies for injuries that includ¬ 
ed a snapped pelvis, a frac¬ 
tured coccyx and internal 
injuries. 

Since life in a wheel¬ 
chair didn’t seem conducive 
to becoming a rock star, 
Vienneau eventually let go 
and stepped away from his 
dream. 

“1 took this chance to 
redefine myself,” he says. 
“And once 1 let that go, it 
really loosened some slack. 
All of a sudden, 1 didn’t feel 


like a failure.” 

In 2010, Vienneau turned 
his attention to his other 
passion: photography. 

“Calling myself a pho¬ 
tographer is still something 
that is a work in progress,” 
he says. “It’s been a journey 
of how to tell stories with 
light, but to make a mean¬ 
ingful picture of a subject is 
what it’s all about.” 

Vienneau says his cur¬ 
rent show. Death has no 
Parenthesis, is therapeutic, 
both in its cathartic effect 
and creative release. 

“It certainly feels like 
the next chapter in my life. 
It feels good. It feels like I’m 
pushing negative things be¬ 
hind me and moving on to 
new and exciting things.”

The Toronto Maple Leafs’ pres¬ 
ence in the field of hockey 
analytics has come a long way 
the past two years. 

Back then, former CM 
Brian Burke charmed the 
high-profile MIT Sloan Sports 
Analytics Conference in Bos¬ 
ton with his anti-sabermetrics 
wit. 

While there is no ofiicial 
announcement from the 
team, the Leafs have report¬ 
edly formed a new analytics 
department, fronted by three 
20 -something experts at the 
cutting edge of the rapidly 
growing numbers game in 
hockey. 

Those three — Darryl Met¬ 
calf, Rob Pettapiece and Cam 
Charron — further bolster the 
Leafs’ presence in the stats 
field, which was formally 
trumpeted when president 
Brendan Shanahan hired Kyle 
Dubas as his new assistant CM 
last month and appointed for¬ 
mer NHL head office colleague 
Brandon Pridham as another 
new assistant CM, in charge 
of cap and contract numbers. 

Hockey is no longer sitting 
idle while the other major 
sports embrace analytics. 

Burke’s speeches at the 
Sloan conference were always 
a must-attend afrair, and one 
of his best lines at the confer¬ 
ence was: “Statistics are like 
a lamp post to a drunk ... use-

fill for support but not for il¬ 
lumination.” 

The Leafs, however, quiet¬ 
ly appeared to change their 
attitude on analytics when 
former assistant GM Claude 
Loiselle attended the Sloan 
conference the past two years. 
Now, with Shanahan com¬ 


ing to the Leafs after a three- 
year tenure as the NHL’s chief 
disciphnarian, the Leafs not 
only have a three-time Stanley 
Cup champion and Hall-of- 
Famer, they have an executive 
with experience in the heart 
of the league’s head offices, 
where the sport first greeted 
analytics more than 20 years 
ago. 

With Dubas leading the 
way, the Leafs now arguably 
lead the NHL, along with the 
Chicago Blackhawks, in ad¬ 
vancing analytics into a fully 
integrated part of their hock¬ 
ey operations. 

For most hockey fans, it’s 


likely Metcalf is the most fam- 
ihar of the three new hires. He 
created the popular analytics 
site ExtraSkater.com, basically 
taking data available on the 
NHL’s website to new levels, 
all while making it very user- 
friendly to the average fan. 

Pettapiece worked along¬ 
side Dubas as a stats guru 
when both were with the 
OHL’s Sault Ste. Marie Grey¬ 
hounds. 

Charron, a former data 
journalist, was busy stinging 
Leafs management the past 
few seasons with critical arti¬ 
cles on various websites.
